In sharp contrast to tbe helplessness 
of tbe newborn human Infant Is the ' 
early precocity of the yonng of uinr.y 
birds. For many months, as every fouii 
parent is aware, the human baby lie* 
quite helpless and is dependent upon 
the aid of adults for tbe satisfaction 
of all its needs.

Bandplpers an hou< 
or so old ran away from their nests on 
being disturbed with ns much celerity 
as though tltey had been in training 
for a fortnight Ducklings fifteen 
hours old when dropped Into a bath 
swam off at once. Moor hens can swim 
ulmost before tbe down is dry after 
hatching. Young dippers when fright¬ 
ened from tbelr nests before fully 
fledged will swim and dive in tbelr en¬ 
deavors to escape. 

Marvelous as^are these Instances of 
forty activity, the summit of bird pre¬ 
cocity and Incldeutuliy parental benrt- 
lessness is reached by the megapodcs 
or mound birds, ao Australasian rela¬ 
tive of the barn door fowl. Tbe eggs of 
many birds are laid in a mound heafied 
up for the purpose or in bolys In the 
aand and left to tbe sun to hatch. The 
young birds i-ome into a hard and 
cruel world fully equipped to fight 
Ihelr own battles. They are almost 
fuliy fledged when hatched and after 
making tbelr way to the surface of the 
mound fly away at once into the woods.

It la among the things, generally 
known that the guinea obtaWod its 
name from the gold from which it was 
made having beeu brought from the 
Guinea coast by the African company 
Qf traders. The first notice of this 
gold was In HMD, during the common¬ 
wealth of England, when on the 14th of 
April of tiiat year the parliament re¬ 
ferred to the louncll of state a paper 
i presented to the house con<*enitiig the 
I coinage of gold brought In a ship lately 
come from "Uulny" for the better ad¬ 
vancing of trade. But It was in tbe 
reign of Charles II. that the name was 
first given to this coin. It Is among 
things not generally known that when 
the guinea was originally coined tbe 
[ Intention was to make it current as a 
twenty shilling piece, but from an erv- 
ror. or rather « series of errors. In cal¬ 
culating the exact proportions of the. 
value of gold and silver it nev^r cir¬ 
culated for that value. Sir Isaac New¬ 
ton in his time fixed the true value of 
the guinea In relation to silver at 20s. 
8d., and by bis advice tbe crown pro¬ 
claimed that for the future It should 
be current at 21 shillings.
